one of the ships which were sailing from Iceland to the new settlement [in 
Greenland], was driven far off her course, according to the Sagas, and Bjarni 
Herjulfson, who commanded the vessel, reported that he had come upon a land, 
away to the south west, where the coast country was level; and he added that 
when he turned north it took him nine days to reach Greenland. Fourteen 
years later than this voyage of Bjarni, which is said to have been in A.D. 986, 
that is in the year 1000 or thereabouts, Leif, the same who had brought the 
Christian priest to Greenland, taking with him thirty five companions, sailed 
from Greenland in quest of the land seen by Bjarni, which Leif first found, 
where a barren shore stretched back to ice-covered mountains, and because of the 
stones there he called the region Helluland. Proceeding further south, he found 
a sandy shore, with a level forest country at the back of it, and because of the 
woods it was named Markland. Two days later they came upon another land, 
and tasting the dew upon the grass they found it sweet. Farther south and 
westerly they went, and going up a river came to an expanse of water, where on 
the shore they built huts to lodge in for the winter, and sent out exploring 
parties. In one of these, Tyrker, a native of a part of Europe where grapes 
gnets ei te vines hung with their fruit, which induced Leif to call the country 

inland.’’

The book opens with a chapter on ordinaries, and the tricks and manners of 
their frequenters. The ordinary was the old English restaurant and gambling 
den in one. Disraeli describes these establishments as ‘‘ the lounging places of 
the men of the town and fantastic gallants who herded together. Ordinaries 
were the exchange for news, the echoing places of all sorts of town talk, here 
they might hear of the last new play and poem, and the last fresh widow sigh- 
ing for some knight to make her a lady; these resorts were attended also to save 
charges for house-keeping. But a more striking feature in these ordinaries 
shewed itself as soon as the ‘ voyder’ cleared the table. Then began the 
shuffling and cutting on one side, and the bones rattling on the other. The 
ordinary, in fact, was a gambling house.”’ 

Of the games described, a few are played to-day, but the majority have long

This newspaper was reprinted in 1713 (Kitchin, p. 409). As is frequently 
the case with early periodicals, this journal was printed simultaneously at two 
or more presses, and the numbers of each of the editions were distributed and 
bound up indiscriminately, with the result that all sets consist of a mixture of 
two or more editions. 


Fox Bourne says: ‘‘ Heraclitug ridens . . . was an authorised comic 
weekly started in the service of the government in opposition to the organs of 
the rebellious faction, which terrorism could not check.’’ 


According to Mr. Child, ‘‘ the authorship of this publication has proved a 
riddle from its first appearance. Wood states in his Life and times, ‘ News 
called Heraclitus that came out once a week commencing January or December 
1680, gave off in August 1682. Rawlins the writer. Rawlins is a troper and a 
crazed hot-headed fellow, and Mr. Henly Dodwell thinks him not to be the 
author but fathered upon him.’ It is my belief that Flatman was the author. 
Wood, in his account of Flatman in Athenae Oxoniensis, says: ‘ He is said to 
have wrote Heraclitus ridens. Grey.’ Who Grey is, is not revealed. [This is 
an addition by Bliss, who quotes Dr. Zachary Grey]) Perhaps it is on this 
authority that the British Museum attributes the paper to Flatman. . . With 
the present material at hand it is impossible to assign the author without fear 
of contradiction, but I. believe that internal evidence will afford us reason for 
thinking that Flatman was the writer of the verse, at least that which partakes 
of a serious nature. Of the thirty-nine poems, seventeen are humorous. Flat- 
man has left us so few of such poems that a correspondence is difficult to find 
between those authentically his and those supposedly his. A perusal of his 
‘ Appeal to cats ’ will, I believe, convince anyone that he was quite capable of 
writing in the lighter vein. In dealing with the serious poems in Heraclitus we 
are on more solid ground. Two or them are similar in many respects to Flat- 
man’s odes and it is to these that we must come for comparison. These poems 
are without tithe and are found in numbers 69 and 71 respectively.. They are 
both addressed to the King and the Duke of York. The general style is the 
same as that found in Flatman’s Pindaric odes, especially that to Charles IT., 
and the gratulatory poem to James IT. All of these poems were written in the 
same period of the poet’s life. We find the same ‘ grand style,’ the absence of 
rhyme, the irregularity as to the length of line, the prayers to heaven and the 
spirits that preside over sublunary things, and on a close examination verbal 
similarities.”’ 


This periodical contains many allusions to Shakespeare, of which we quote 
examples from the second and third numbers : ‘‘ Then here are a world of irons 
in the fire, ’tis well if some of ’em do not burn, and some-body does not burn 
their fingers, but let the bees look to that, as honest Sir John Falstaff says.’’ 
‘* Well, so much by way of query, honest brother Earnest, I have appointed an 
assignation with the Merry Wives of Windsor, and therefore beg your pardon.’’ 


In number 10 we have the following reference to Milton : ‘* But that which 
made me laugh most heartily, and is certainly a most pleasant adventure, was 
to meet John Milton in this age of the walking of the ghosts of the old Rumpers. 
Earn. What was he going to look out his old enemy Salmasius, and have another 
crash with him in justification of the King’s murder. Jest. No, no, the blind 
bard had got a dog and a bell and went crying, ‘ Pray pity the poor blind, one: 
penny for the poor blind.’ Harn. Why, what was the matter? Jest. The rogue,

This edition of Sternhold Hopkin’s Metrical Psalms is provided throughout 
with music by dead and living composers: Ravenscroft himself contributing 
forty-eight settings. The other contributors were 'Thomas Tallis, John Dow- 
land, Thomas Morley, Giles Farnaby, Thomas Tomkins, John Tomkins, Martin 
Peirson, William Parsons, Edmund Hooper, George Kirby, Edward Blancks, 
Richard Allison, John Farmer, Michael Cavendish, John Bennet; Robert Palmer, 
John Milton (father of the poet), Simon Stubbs, William Cranford, and William 
Harrison. Milton arranged the basses and minor parts. Some of the tunes 
were named after the places which were supposed to have given them birth, 
this being the earliest instance of the practise on record. The collection is by 
far the best which had appeared hitherto, and went through many editions, until 
it was succeeded in popular favour by Playford’s compilation under the same 
title. It was reprinted in 1844 by Canon Havergal. The collection is also a 
very valuable historical document : the editor not only tells us who arranged the 
old tunes, but who composed the new; whether a tune is of English, Welsh, 
Scotch, German, Dutch, Italian, French, or any other origin, or whether an 
imitation of one of these. The common church tune is in the tenor part, as in 
many of the earlier collections, which for distinction’s sake, and to shew its pre- 
eminence over the rest, is, in many instances, called the tenor or plain-song, or 
tenor or faburden. Ravenscroft does not provide a musical introduction as is 
frequently the case in editions of the metrical psalms, but he addresses a short 
preface to his ‘* harmonicall brethren ’’ on musical notation, in which the 
author confesses that he has not attempted to study the accents of Hebrew 
music, but says they are somewhat similar to those used in the ‘‘ Rushian 
Church who had their skill in musicke from the Graecians,’’—Ravenscroft’s 
musical history appears a bit hazy. He goes on to say that a staff of 4 lines is 
used in the Church for ‘‘ phonaskes ”’ and a staff of 5 lines for ‘‘ symphonaskes,’’ 
or parts compounded of 2, 38, 4, 5 or 6 voices, and a staff of six lines ‘‘ for in- 
strumental musicke, as organs, harps, lutes, etc.’’ The terms ‘‘ phonaskes ”’ 
and ‘‘ symphonaskes ’’ are now, happily, obsolete. ‘* Phonaskes (=a part for a 
single voice unaccompanied) is probably derived from @wvackia (=an exercising 
of the voice in declamation). One of the tunes, that of psalms 72 and 107, is of 
exceptional interest. It is called ‘‘ Christ Hospitall Tune.’’ Now the music 
raster who held office at Christ’s Hospital between 1618 to i622 was the same 
name as the editor of this volume, and the composer of this particular tune :

This romance enjoyed great popularity as will be seen from the brief sketch 
of its bibliography following : According to Barrera y Leirado: Catalogo biblio- 
grafico y biografico del teatro antiquo Espanol, the first edition of the Spanish 
original was published at Valencia in 1634 under the title of La garduna de 
Sevilla : it was reprinted in the same year at Logrofio. » Other editions followed 
in 1642, 1644, 1733 and 1844. D’Ouville published a French translation in 1661, 
from which Davies made the present version. Davies, in his dedication, gives 
the following account of the book : ‘‘ As to the piece I now present you with, I 
have onely this to say. It is a Spanish relation, written by D. Alonso de Cas- 
tillo Savorsano, a famous author of that nation. One of the most refin’d wits 
of France thought it worth his pains, to render it into the language of his 
country, with all the graces and advantages it might derive from either. I have 
done it out of the latter, with a freedome of alteration and addition, as my 
fancy led me, to make it the most divertive I could in ours, which is the onely 
recommendation of all things of this nature.’’ (Folio A38a). The translator 
says, also, at the beginning of book I., (p. 1): ‘‘ There is a treatise in the 
Spanish tongue, entitled Il Picaro, which being rendred into English, under the 
title of The rogue, or, the life of Gueman de Alfarache, the humour took so 
well in this nation, that he and his rogueries were several times committed to 
the press. The design of that work was to represent a person, on whom either 
nature, or a strange ascendancy of Mercury had bestowed so liberal a talent of

‘x's Cardinal Pole (then of course only a layman) received in 1534 a request 
from Henry VIII. that he should give his opinion on two questions, whether 
marriage with a deceased brother’s wife was permissible by divine law and 
whether papal supremacy was of divine institution. The manuscript of the 
above book, which was Pole’s answer to the ‘King, was sent to England in May, 
1536, and now exists in the Public Record Office. It is difficult to decide 
definitely the date of the printing of the volume. It cannot possibly be earlier 
than Dec. 22, 1536, as that is the date of his elevation to the cardinalate. Fur- 
ther, Pole wrote on Feb. 16, 1587, that he had done his utmost to keep the 
contents of the book secret from all but the King. He left Rome within a 
month after the date of this letter, returned in October, left again in the Spring 
of 1538, returned again in October, and went to Spain in December, where he 
remained until 1540. It has been suggested that the Pope sent the book to 
the printer without Pole’s consent, but the more probable account is that the 
King had gone so far in his campaign against Pole and his family that the 
Cardinal thought it unnecessary to keep the book secret any longer, and there- 
fore had a small edition produced by the official printers for presentation only. 
The date 1588 which has been adopted by the British Museum appears to be 
quite reasonable. Fumagalli and Belli in their bibliography of the Roman 
editions of Antonio Blado give the book under the date 1536, but only on the 
authority of Lowndes and Brunet.

Of late years a decided interest in Settle and his productions has developed, 
not on account of any poetical genius (of which he was innocent), but because 
he is one of the queerest literary characters that this country can boast of. In 
his palmy days he may be described as a manufacturer of congratulatory, 
hymeneal, and other odes, and elegies, of which he appears to have kept a stock 
(with the names blank), and when anyone of any importance got married, or 
died, one ot them was adapted to the occasion, and it is to be hoped that Settle 
was suitably rewarded. These copies were bound in a special style, and are 
known as ‘‘ Settle bindings,’’ on which a series of articles by Mr. Davenport 
have appeared in the ‘‘ Connoisseur.’’ Our hero later in life fell upon bad 
times, and eked out an existence by writing street ballads. He ended his life 
as a Poor Brother at Charterhouse.

We 
have been unable to ascertain whether this has any relation to the present 
collection. An entirely distinct collection was published in 1749 under the same 
title.

This volume is remarkable as it contains two Shakespearian songs. The 
first one appears on p. 69 of this volume: 


‘* The wise men were but seven, ne’re more shall be for me, 
The muses were but nine, the worthies three times three; 
And three merry boyes, and three merry boyes are we. 


The Vertues were but seven, and three the greater be, 
The Caesars they were twelve, the fatal sisters three; 
And three merry girles, and three merry girles are we.”’ 


This song, in various forms, is constantly being referred to in the 
Elizabethan drama. In Twelfth Night II. 3, Sir Toby Belch, at the midnight 
drinking bout with Sir Andrew Aguecheek and the clown, says, in answer to 
Maria’s expostulations about ‘*‘ caterwauling ’’; ‘‘ My Lady’s a Catayan, we are 
politicians, Malvolio’s a Peg-a-Ramsay, and ‘ Three merry men be we.’”’ In 
Peele’s Old wives’ tale, I. 1. Anticke says: ‘‘ Let us rehearse the old proverb: 
‘ Three merry men, and three merry men, and three merry men be we. I in the 
wood and thou on the ground, and Jack sleeps in the tree.’’’ It also occurs 
in Dekker’s Westward Ho, V. 3, and in Beaumont and Fletcher’s Knight of the 
burning pestle and The bloody brother; and, lastly, in Barrey’s Ram Ally. The 
other song is on p. 73: ‘* Jog on, jog on ”’: the first stanza being sung with a 
slight variation by Autolycus in A winter’s tale, IV. 8. The earliest record of 
the second and third stanzas is the present volume. 


In addition to the two songs above mentioned there is an _ interesting 
Shakespeare allusion on p. 72: 
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SHAKESPEARE (WILLIAM)—contin ued. 


‘‘ Wilt thou be fatt, Ile tell thee how 
Thou shalt quickly do the feat; 
And that so plump a thing as thou 
Was never yet made up of meat: 
Drink off thy sack, *twas only that 
Made Bacchus and Jack Falstafe, fatt, fatt.’’ 


Payne Collier first pointed out the great interest of one of the ballads in 
this volume, ‘‘ Arthur of Bradley ’’ (p. 16), which is very old. Its earliest 
known appearance is in the morality play of the Marriage of Wit and Wisdom, 
of which there is a manuscript dated 1579, where we have the line. 


‘For the honour of Arte Bradle 
This age wold make me swere madly.” 


The fact that the phrase ‘‘ The honour of Arthur Bradley ’’ is the refrain of 
the present piece shews that this is a modernised version of the ballad quoted in 
the ‘‘ Marriage.’’ As the ‘‘ Marriage ’’ can be proved by internal evidence 
to be anterior to the accession of Queen Mary this ballad may well be one of 
the earliest extant. The attention of the student of Sterne is drawn to the 
piece at p. 33: ‘‘ The ballad of the nose[s].’’

We have stated above that there are 43 full-page woodcuts; this statement; 
however, requires a certain amount of explanation. The woodcuts are all of a 
composite nature, consisting of a background of one block, and a centrepiece of 
another, shewing the different styles of swimming. Thus we have five back- 
grounds combined .with forty-three centrepieces. Of the backgrounds the 
different varieties appear nine, seven, eleven, thirteen, and three times respec- 
tively (Bibliophile).
